\VHILE all Eyes were fix’d upon the Election 
of a new Bithop of Munfter, and while we 
mong others were expecting to. hear what Perfon 
wold by the free Votes of the Chapter be chofen, 
se bave quite contrary to our Hopes and Expectati- 
mreceiv'd Advice, that the Election is put off for a 
Month, So imall a Lofsof Time would be of no 
get Moment, were it not accompanied with fome 
important Circumftances that fhake the Foundation 
of the Chapter’s’ Liberty of Voting, if they do not 
werturn it. Mor we are inform’d an Exclufion as 
isterm’d, was given by the Minifters of yout Impe- 
ulMajefty in full Chapter, againft the moft reve- 
md Bihop of Paderborn, by which in the Name of 
wut Imperial Majefty he is barr’d bis Election to the 
hihoprick of Munfter as an unfit Perfon. This be- 
igan Affair in which we are concern'd, we truft 
wr Remonftrances will be heard with more Equity 
b your Majefty, than they might be by your Mi- 
ters. Now that this Affair does concern us, we 
fippofe neither your Imperial Majefty nor any other 
erlon can doubt, it being plain and evident that our 
Kepublick and the Bifhoprick of Munfter, are allied 
swell by. Neighbourhood, which is fo clofe that in 
hme Places the Limits of our refpective Territories 
an hardly be certainly diftinguith’d, as by a neceflary 
Inercourfe of Bufinefs and Correfpondence ; fo that 
{any other, certainly our State is very much con- 
wn'd, that a Bithop and Prince thould be chofen 
liere, of whofe good Inclination for our Republick, 
iwell as his Zeal for the common Canfe, we are 
well affur’d. For it cannot yet be forgot- 
ten, how great Evils our Republick, and even Ger- 
many it felf, fuffer'd from a Bifhop and Prince of 
Munfter, who being of a turbulent St irit was al- 
ways engay’d by our Enemies againft us. Secing 
therefore ‘tig manifeft beyond all Difpute, that ic im- 
ports us very much to have a good. Neighbour and

none can blame us, if immediately upon the Death 
fthe late deceas’d Bifhop, who maintain’d fo fin- 
re, faithful, and conftant 2 Friendfhip with us, 
Whofe Memory will ever be dear to. us, and whofé 
Zal for the general Welfare cannot be fufficiemtly 
txoll'd, we judg’d it behow’d us to watch and ob- 
fe how the Canons were moftly difpos’d, that fo 
ifthey «ppeartd inclin’d ro elect for their new on 
wi as we have faid to the Public 
ii us. we might by our good. Offices and Re- 
.detion, and without violating the Chapret’s 
“om in Vocing, help forward his Election. For, 
tt the Peace and Tranquility of our Common- 


wealth depend much upon the Lemper and Inclins- 
tion of fo cuifiderabic a Neighbour, is thing iho: 
{peaks it felf; and your Imperial Meajcity your felt 
have {ufficiently own'd ic, by whe 
fhop of Ofnabrug to us, which abunuauiy thews 
that “tis your own Opinion as W as ours, 
that it ought not co be ind:trerent us who is 
of Munfter. We with ai Reau sis 
and Favour gladly have fhewn our goud 
the Bithop of Ofnabrug, were only his Virruc anc 
your Imperial Majefty’s Recommindation be 
fider'd : But we being neceffarily oblig’d to nave Ke- 
gard to other things likewife, and efpecialiy to ob- 
ferve how the Canons were moftly wiclin’d ; and ix 
plainly appearing that the leffer Number were for 
the Bifhop of Otnabrug, the greater for 
of Paderborn, we judg’d it proper for us 20 deciarc 
that if the Perfon who we faw hadthe Majority on 
his fide thould be chofen, he would be very accepi- 
able to us ; the rather becaufle we were thoroughly 
perfwaded, from his paft Life and Manner of Gover 
ning his prefent Bifhoprick, ‘hat as he always has 
bsen fo he will for the furure be fincerely well atiect- 
ed to the Commen Canfe; that in Inclinacion and

yields to no Man, and confequently that by his B- 
lection the People of Munfter will have a moft ex- 
cellent Bithop and Prince, and we a Neighbour that 
heartily loves the general Welfare and our State. 
For we could never imagine, nor can now, that a 
Prince of the Empire who has conftantly behay’d 
himfelf with all Reverence and Refpect for your 
Imperial Majefty, and been moft zealous for your 
Intereft and for the publick Good, fhould be dif- 
pleafing to your Imperial Majefty. When therefore, 
being mov’d by fo many Reafons, we had, without 
the leaft Injury or Prejudice to any other Perfon, de- 
clar’d for the Bithop of Paderborn, as for a Prince 
that would be very acceprable to us, and who we 
were fatisfied would be as acceptable to the reft of 
his Neighbours, it was a great Surprize to us, to fay 
nothing harder, to be inform’d, that your Imperial 
Majefty’s Minifters, bad not only oppos’d the Electi- 
on of the Bithop of Paderborn to the, Bifhoprick of 
Munfter with all their Might, but bad added Threats 
that in your Imperial Majefty’s Name they would 
formaily exclude him unlefs he defifted ; nor had re- 
ftrain’d chemfelves to threatening, but had actually 
in full Chapter, without thewing any Caufe, in your 
Imperial Majefty’s Name as far as in them lies ex- 
cluded him, rejecting and contemning all the Repre- 
fentations which we had taken the Pains to make to 
theit, to diflwade them trom fo odious a Way. of 
proceeding. We leave it to others whom it more 


‘neatly coficerns, to fhew, and which we think not at 


all difficulr; ro prove, how illegal and ip/o jure null 
fuch an Exclafion is, how inconfiftent with the Li- 
berty of Elections and wich the Treaty of Peace of 
Weftphalia, and bow dangerous and deftrudtive in 
the Confequence to all and fingular the Ecclefiaftical 


States of the Empire: bat as to what conéerns us, ~ 


whom, 
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whom ic highly imports to preferve Peace and 
Tranquility in our Neigaourhood, we will nor con- 
ceal from your Imperial"Majetty, that the Road your 
Imperial Majefty’s Minifters have taken in this Cauie, 
{eems to us to be rough and fuli of Thorns, and that 
fo ftrange and new a Method ot Proceeding is likely 
to breed great Animoficies and excite Commotions. 
We are forry to have Occafion to complain likewite, 
as of a thing we have not deferv'd, that in this Pro- 
ceeding no manner of Regard has beea fhewn to cur 
Repubiick and to our Friendfhip, which yet bas noc 
been whoily unproficable to che Publick nor to your 
Imperial Majefty Nor can we refrata faying, that 
fince we have always been forward to fhew our’ good 
Affection for your Lperial Majefty, and our Wil- 
lingaefs co ferve your Interefts ; fince with Efforts 
even beyond our Sireng:h, with fo great Expence of 
the Treafure, Toil, ard Blood of our Nation, we 
promo:e the common Caufe 5 and firce the Imperial 
and Auftrian Houfe have not only reap’d no incon- 
fiderable Advantage by it, but expects ftill more 
and greater; we’ entertain'd firm Hopes and refted 
confidently affar'd, that if in an Affair whercin we 
are fo joftly and vifibly interefted, our Defires 
grounded as has been demonftrated: on fuch. folid 
foundations, fhould not be feconded by lyour 
Imperial Majefty; ac leaft thar your Imperial 
Majefty’s Minitters, if they efpous’d the adverfe 
Party, would nor make ufe of fuch bard and 
unufual Means. Bur, as we faid before, we ex- 
pect more Equity and Kindnels from your Impe- 
sial Majefty ; and therefore wich ail Refpect, and 
inthe molt friendly and earneft manner we defire 
and inteat your Imperial Majeity not to adhere to 
thar Exclulion “already made, but to:revoke ir, and 
ro leave the Chaptervof Muniter intirely at Liberty 
ro chcofe whom they pleafe for their Bithop ; as al- 
fo to figatty this Revocation to the Chapter of Mun- 
fier as foon as poilibic, that this ftumbling block 
may be raken away, to prevent the Confequenges 
which “tis nor hard to forefee would be many‘and 
pernicious, left Difficulties may arife, We 
affuredly promife our felves from your Imperial 
Majefty’s Equity ard Friendfhip for us, that your 
Imperial Majefty will forchwith comply with this 
our juft Requeft: For fhould it happen contrary to 
our Expectation, what could we think, but that 
your imperial Majefty has no Regard for our Re- 
puoli k and our Interefts; and that our Efforts for 
‘the general good of the Common Cuufe, and our 
Meris towards your Imperial Maj-fty'’s Auftrian 
fo often prais'd by your Imperial Majefty, 
are reckon’d norhing worth ? Which how grievous 
it woula be to us, how cold an Incitement to us,to 
pérfift with che fame Zeal in che fame Way, is eafy 
ro judge. But we perf{wade our elves your Maje- 
fty having macurely confider’d the Equity of the 
Canfe ic felf and of our. Demand, will immediately 
revoke the faid Exclufion ; lett while with united 
Arms we are fighting to vindicate and maintain the 
of all Europe, Caufe be given us to com- 
clan, that the very Liberty we fight for, and of 
which the Freedom of Elections in the Chapters of 
Sthefopire is no fmall Parr, is infring’d and op- 
eres'd: Which Caufe that your Imperial Majefty 
may cor give, bur ravher maintain the Freedom of 
we do agen moft carneftly Requef&. We 
conclude with befeeching Gad, &c.
